any plan of concentration or mobiliza- 
tion, nor ever had any knowledge of 
the details ol these^raovoments, nor of 
any plan for the distribution of vari- 
ous units throughout the departments. 
"Let us," added Drejfne, "under- 
stand one another in regard to whac is 
meant. I assert I did not know in 
detail the plan of concentration. In 
regard to the circumstances dwelt 
upon before you yesterday, nothing 
precise was stated. There is nothing 
but argument." 


The audience here gave vent to ex- 


pressions of assent aud dissent. 
Dreyfus Had No Motive. 
Bertullus was the next witness. lie

But above nil was the entire 
absence of a motive which could have 
tempted Dreyfus to commit such a 
crime.

The witness examined 
the bordereau aud declared that fto 
of it could not have been disclosed by 
Dreyfus. Picquart said that when the 
bordereau was discovered the depart- 
ment where information mentioned in 
it was being prepared was the one 
which 
should have been searched. 


That department was Paty Du Clam's. 
He added : Search should have been 
made of De Clam's "private room, 
where he worked quite alone. " (Sen- 
sation. )

A BOOMING TIME 


Will be the Reception to 


Admiral Dewey. 


WASHINGTON, August 17.—Rear 


Admiral Samp&ou, commanding the 
North Atlantic squadron, has been 
directed by Acting Secretary Allen 
of the iiavy department, to nuhmit a 
program for the ships under his com 
maud in connection with tho welcome 
to be extended to Admiral Dewey on 
his arrival at New York city. At Ad- 
miral Sampson's request, Capt. Robley 
D. 
Evans, 
who commanded 
the 


battleship Iowa during the Spanish 


war, 
has been directed to co-opurute 


with him in making the necessuiy ar- 
rangements. It is considered probable 
that Admiral Sampson will arrange 
for the entire squadron under his com- 
mand to meet the hero of Manila a 
short distance outside of the harbor of 
New York and escort him into that 
port. 


Under tho naval regulations, each 


of the warships will salute Admiral 
Dewey's four-starred pennant, with 17 
guns, fonr drum ruffles and trumpet 
flourishes. This ceremony will prob- 
ably occur a short distance outside ot 
.New York harbor. 


So far as is known, no foreign war- 


ships 'will participate in the cere- 
monies attending Admiral Dewey's 
home-coming. Neither the state nor 
navy department has been notified of 
the intention of any foreign govern- 
ment to bo represented. The reason 
for this'non-participation is manifest 
Admiral Dewey returns to tbe United 
States as a victor, and will receive a 
victor's welcome from the American 
people.

ARE DIFFICULT TO MAKE. 


Froutmm of TBfclBB Life Bm>k>

It Is not often that men desire that 


a life mask be taken of their features; 
they prefer to wait till after death be- 
fore undergoing such an ordeal. Yet 
several residents of Chicago have passed 
through this unpleauuit process, and 
their masks adorn their parlor or of- 
fices. Masks from life are token al- 
most precisely in the same way an aftei 
death, save that much greater care hat 
to be uied, as the subject's life hangs 
on a very thin thread, or to be more 
precise, two small quills. It requires 
a great deal of nerve and patience to 
undergo, the sensation being most dis-( 
agreeable. When a mask from life ii 
about to be secured the subject reclinet 
on a long table and towels are placed 
around his neck and forehead to pre- 
vent the plaster going where not in- 
tended. The face IB slightly greased, 
but not enough to fill the pores of the 
ekin. Care has to be especially taken 
with the eyelashes, as otherwise, in 
the subsequent operations, these art 
likely to be pulled off. A small quill 1« 
now inserted in either nostril to allow 
the subject to breathe through and cot- 
ton wool lightly pressed around the 
base to keep the liquid plaster from in- 
truding. A pair of scissors is always 
kept handy BO OB to be able to cut of) 
the tops of 1he quills should by anj 
chance the plaster splash up and corei 
them. 


All being ready the plaster it care- 


fully poured over the features. The 
following operations have then to be 
performed with skill and celerity: Di 
rectly the plaster lightly covers th« 
face a small but strong thread is laic 
on either check running from the to] 
of the head down to the neck and 
pressed into the plaster until it almos 
touches the skin. Additional plaster li 
now placed on until the whole is abou 
an inch in thickness. Ere this has 
quite eet the beforementloned thrcadi 
are pulled up through the mold so as to 
cut the plaster, otherwise it would be 
Impossible to remove it from the face 
The subject whose mask is being token 
Is now having a lively time. The plae 
ter presses and burns his cheeks. H( 
thinks of all the horrible things thai 
might happen should thoso two little 
quills get choked. Not a sound of the 
outer world can he hear save some in 
distinct rumbling and the thud, thuc 
of his beating heart almost deafens him 
Hours seem to pass and he IE powerless 
to know what Is gxjing on. He lies help- 
lessly there and, perhaps, out ol 
curiosity, tries to raise on eyelid. Tha' 
settles him, as by this time the plaatei 
has hardened and holds the lid in 
Immovable grip. A sickly sensation 
comes over him—he feels paralyzed 
and unconsciously gives a long groan 
This, by the 
way, icon only come 


through the quills in hie nostrils, and it 
naturally alarms the operator, who im- 
mediately shouts ns loudly as he cau 
to know if anything Is the matter. The 
subject is jubt nble to hear his voice 
and so raises his hand, a prearranged 
signal that "all's well." 


The plaster, through being mixec 


with •warm water, quickly hardens nnc 
In the course of about five mirufrtcs the 
mold is strong enough to be taken off. 
—Chicago Chronicle.

was informed by the late Czar Alex- 
ander that lit had sent me to a most 
important station; that China would 
become the absorbing- question of the 
future. 
And certainly recent event* 


have amply justified his conclusions, 


"To return to The Hague confer- 


•enee. 
Belieiing- that it would be to 


the interest of the governments of Eu- 
rope and the world ns.xvell to limit 
armaments, to soften the hardships of 
hostilities, to agree upon a plan for 
the peaceful settlement of disputes, 
etc., the emperor drew up his famous 
invitation to the world, of which the 
conference is the first fruit. 
The czar 


knows the great expense inseparably 
linked with the race between the gov- 
ernments of Europe to outstrip one 
another in the matter of providing 
more effective armaments for 
tlielr 


troops. Thus in one country an inven- 
tion of a destructive rifle is made to- 
day and that state is immediately 
equipped with this new weapon. To- 
morrow another country becomes the 
possessor of even a more effective gun 
Find her army is at once supplied with 
the new arm. 


"To prevent itself from being at a 


distinct disndvnntag-e in case of war, 
the first government is compelled to 
discard the weapon but barely sup- 
plied and to buy the better arm of the 
rival. 
The greater the expenditure 


the more severe, of course, the burden 
upon the people and the inoffensive 
husbandrnnn; and.it was in the inter- 
est of these humble toilers, as well as 
in that of their frequently hard-pushed 
governments, thnt the czar was in-

JOHN PAUL JONES. 


(One of the Greatest Naval Heroa* of thl 
World) 


asking whether tbe grave of John Pan! 
Jones In Paris is known aud marked. 
He has received a reply from Mr. Vig< 
naud saying that, although he hat 
made earnest and frequent inquiries ol 
the city authorities in regard to the 


j matter, he has been unable to discover 


the whereabouts of the grave. Onr 
thing established by hi.s inquiries, how- 
ever, he says, is that John Paul Jonee 
was not buried in the cemetery where 
the remains of LaFayctte lie, as hai 
been supposed by some people. In an 
other quarter it is intimated that owing 
to a custom prevailing In Paris, the re 
mains of John Paul Jones were depos- 
ited in. a rented grave for a term oi 
years, and that upon Hie expiration ol 
(lie leose a great many years ago th< 
bones of this distinguished American 
patriot were thrown into the potter'* 
field. 


John Paul Jones was one of the great- 


eat of the naval heroes of the world. HI* 
name was really not Jones at all, but 
John Paul, and much as Kudyard Kip 
ling has abused him, he was really not 
an American, but a born Scotsman. 
When he was 12 years old*Paul was ap 
prenticed to a shipmaster engaged in 
the American trade. He was aftcrvvurd 
third mate on a slaver and master oi a 
tiader. A bold, brave heart, he could 
not restrain himself from participation 
In tbe rebellion against the English 
crown, and he secured an. appointment 
as senior lieutenant in the United 
Btatei navy, and was assigned to the 
flagship Alfred.

'Jones' operations were conducted 


from France against England, and two 
of bis most notable adventures were hi 
lUcmpts to abduct the carl of Selkirk 
aad his action with the Serapis and 
Scarborough fleet of English ships in 
August, 1779. 


After his victory Jones was received 


In France with the highest honors 
The king- gave him a front; and a sword, 
and congress a vote of thanks and the 
command of the new frigate America, 
In 1787 Jones returned to America and 
was giron a gold medal by the congress 
He returned to Borope a year later, and 
engaged himself as a rear admiral in 
the service of Russia. -He died at Paris 
July 18,1702.

ment association, and the movement 
is to culmiuate in a general conven- 
tion at the state capital. 


The question of better roads has 


been uucler general discussion for 30 
yenrB. lu most of tho eastern states 
and iu weBteru states like Oiiio, where 
gravel is abundant and 
accessible, 


rapid progress lias beeu made withiu 
the Jast 20 years in road building. 
Fnnoers knew through long experi- 
ence with mnd roads the great ad- 
vantage of hard roads, and by a con- 
certed increment they secured logiela. 


(ion 
that gava thorn not only solid 


traiik roadf, 
but solid cross roads. 


But even where the material for hard 
roads was at baud and where mac- 
adamized roads were constructed there 
was carelessness in the system of re- 
pairs, and a new crusade in favor of 
systematic 
building and systematic 


care of roads has bean inaugurated. 


Illinois baa been ahvo to the im- 


portance of good roads, but has fallen 
behind in the race because of the diffi- 
culty of securing proper material for 
the building of hard roads. This is 
true of all the prairie states. Experi- 
ment after experiment has beeu tried 
to determine the best method of treat- 
Ing a prairie road. 
The difficulty 


under the old road law was that there 
were us many theories as there were 
road supervisors, and no uniformity of 
action. There were no engineers to 
direct or supervise road building, and 
after experiments had been tried and 
af tor a great amount of hard work had 
beeu doue it was generally found at 
the cloEO of any given year that the 
roads were lu as bad condition as they 
had been at the beginning of the yoar. 


The result was that when the farmer 


had leisure to market his products aud 
when prices were the highest he was 
out off from markets by mud roads. 
While the farmer iu th° good-road dU- 
trict of Ohio or North Carolina or 
Tennessee was hauling to market as 
much as he could put on his two-horse 
wagon the Illinois farmer was haul ing 
one-half or one-fourth as much with 
four horses and making half as many 
trips. It ueeded no argument to con- 
vince the Illinois farmer that he ought 
to have better roads. The problem 
was how to get the material to coa- 
itruct them. 


The State and Interstate Good Roads 


and Public Improvement association, 
acting iu harmony with tho agri- 
cultural deparment at 
Washington, 


inaugurated a movement in which the 
qucutiou of material v>us fully consid- 
ered, iu which good-road buildmg was 
to be uuder the direction of competent 
eugiueura, and in which there should 
bo well-considered action in all the 
prairie 
states. 
Strangely 
enough, 


when this movement received the en- 
thusiastic support of the wheelmen at 
the country eud when for the first 
time the people of the cities were 
giving intelligent consideration to thu 
road problem, mauy farmers became 
auspicious. The false cry was raised 
that the goad roada associations wero 
mote interested in those who used 
bicycles thau in those who marketed 
crops. 
However, tbia opposition Boon 


spent Ita force, aud the conventions to 
be held ibis fall will represent all 
parties Interested in good roads. 


If the conventions are well attended 


great good will be accomplished. The 
citiei and railroads are interested as 
much ae are the farmers, aud if all 
interests combine needed legislation 
cau be aeotimd and Illinois will have 
an good roads as niiy state in the 
Union. Whan we have hard roads 
throughout the country districts there 
will be less deterioration in farms and 
less inclination an the part of young 
people In the rural districts to migrate 
to the cities.

TO STOP 


in«ther Scientific DUeoverr Wblcb 


Will Be of Value to <he Hu- 


man Race. 


One ol the most difficult of surgical 


problems has always been the devising 
of means to stop excessive bleeding 
of patients during operations. 
The 


electric current has been used for sev- 
eral jears, with a view to bringing 
about that condition of beat which is 
ncceesarv in order to cause the blood 
to clot nnd BO act aa a block to the 
mouth of bleediug vebsels, arresting 
hemorrhage. 


This, indeed, ha» resulted in the utili- 


zation of the electric cautery, as it is 
called, in certain operations, the plati- 
num wire at red or almost whit* heat 
even supplanting the knife, because it 
burns through the tissues and at the 
same time jjreients the wound bleed- 
Ing- to any great extent. This effect of 
heat wns, indeed, known to our ances- 
tors, who ueed red-hot irone or boiling 
pitch to sear the burfnce of the fleth 
alter their operations, thus causing nn 
mmcnse amount oj Buffering to the 
patient, before the dajs of chloro- 
form. 


A npw adaptation of this use of elec- 


tricity for the purpose of stopping 
blecijing has been devised by inclosing 
a platinum wire in a pair of forceps 01 
other instrument, the wire being in- 
sulated in a bed of burnt, pipe tiny, 
and as s>oon as the bleeding vessel ie 
seized by the forceps and compressed 
in the ordinary way an electric current 
ia turned on, whose effect is BO great 
that the tissues and the nails of the 
blood ictsels are all agglutinated, so 
Uiat the blood is no long-er able to pass.

M»r That niaopjieared Genera. 


<lon» Ago Have Come to 


View Avalia, 


It has been noted by close observers 


that some 25 years ago, vihen the sco- 
riae (or slag) -produced by the ancient 
Greeks in working the sliver mines of 
Lav>imur, near Athens, was removed in 
order to be reworked by more efficient 
modern applif nces the seeds of a kind 
of poppy of the genus glancinon, which 
had lain underneath the Blag in a dor- 
mant condition for at least 1,500 years, 
sprang up ugain all o\er the uncoicied 
t>round. 
Unknown in modern times, 


this plant was described in the first 
century of our era by Dioscoricles and 
Pliny and hod disappcurcd from the 
face of the g-lobc for 15 or M centuries. 
The fact thnt these seeds should have 
retained their vitality so long- seems 
. ery extraordinary, but there are other 
instances quite ns remarkable. For in- 
stance, raspberry seeds found in 1835 
in an ancient tumulus, in a coffin uuried 
30 feet below the bin-face and believed 
to ha\e been there since the 
second 


I'cnturj, were 
tuccessf ully planted. 


Vnd in another case seeds of the poly- 
Sonum conTOhitlus (lug up from the 
bottom of n sand pit, where they were 
belieied to ha^c been buried for 2,000 
sears, were still ^gorous and produced 
healthv plants. 


OSAGE SMOKE DANCE. 


AA Annual Jollification Amon0 ill* 


Indian* Which Aln-ari 


LaiU • Week. 


The annual smoke dance of the Osngo 


Indians took place at Patrhuslta, O. T., 
the lust of June, enjs the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. The smoke dance ia 
always a gala event among the Indians 
of the territory. 


The danco was held in a secluded 


place on the batik of a creek. At night 
ihe place is lighted with pine knott. 
and a circle of dark faces, around the 
balf-naked dancers presents a vierd 
picture. Two hundred white persons 
tiaited the dance, although usuallj' 
'palefaces" are not allowed to witness 
the ceremony. The neighboring tribes 
are always inxited to take part, and 
generally the different tribes are as- 
signed certain days on which to Bend 
delegations. 


Usually the visitors bring1 ponies and 


other presents to the Osag-es, but some- 
times the "visitors are 111* recipients of 
gifts. The Deluwaies ^vere presented 
with 56 ponies and 500 yards of calico 
by the Usages. One night seTeml of 
the Indians. TYho were evidently tired 
•ut, were whipped by the chief's ordr 
because they did not display enough 
energy in the dance. Four of the drum- 
mers and flre of the dancers were grad- 
uates of Indian schools.

THEFT OF THE HOLY CARPET,, 


lcffloiia Bands Laia Upon Sacred 
Relics ot the rrophet at 


Dispatches from Cairo report tha< 


the "holy carpet," once the property 
of Mohammed, and long guarded with 
pious care in the Egyptian capital, has 
fallen into the hands of Bedouins, who 
attacked a caravan of Egyptian pil- 
grims while on the desert march be- 
tween Mecca and Medina, The carpet 
Is usually carried to Medina every jeat 
on the e>eat annual pilgrimage from 
Egypt and is then restored to its keep- 
ers. It is one'of the most famous relics 
of the prophet, and the sacrilegious acl 
of the detert nomads, will arouse much 
Ceding, particularly in North Africa.

entire Mohammedan world, but by fni 
the Inrgest part of the pilgrinis wlia 
visit Medina arc nuth CB of Africa. Tlio 
reason is because Medina is second in 
sanctity to Mecca, nnd a •usit to the 
tomb of the prophet ut Medina, while 
highly meritorious, confers no honor 
nor blessing- which is not equaled or 
iuvpasbi.d bv tile holy fruits of the pil- 
grimage toArcc-cn; and few non-African 
devotees, lla^e the incentive to incur 
the suffering's and dangers, of <he 200- 
mile march across the sand waste be- 
tween Mecca nud Medina. Of the four 
orthodox beets of Islam the Malikitea 
are very numerous in North Africa, and 
a laige part of the pilgrims to Medina 
jo there not only to venerate tbe tomb 
of tlic prophet, but nlso the tomb of 
the Imnn Malclv-lbu-Ansa, the founder 
of the Malildte beet.

The pilgrims were advised to 
return from Mecca to Jiildah on the 
coast, where steamers would await to 
carry them 200 miles north to Jambo, 
vhence they might make an easy and 
comfortable journey to Medina.

have employed (his easier find clicnper 
route, but the majority have clung to 
he old uay. The Bedouins who have 
committed the latest net of sacrilege 
are nominally Mohammedans, but they 
neither pray nor give thanks to Allah.

The coarse is usually (gore or less 


of a circle to avoid collisions between 
outgoing and incoming players. In 
the ooprgo of nine holes tw>ce aroanc 
makes a full course. The holes which 
are place:) anywhere on the putting 
green are 4^ inches in diameter and 
not less than four inches in depth. 


The gamp consists of knocking the 


ball from cue hole to another until the 
links axe covered with thu fewest pos- 
sible stroke". 
The golf phraseology 


would fill a good sized volume and 
golf terms only can he rightly under- 
stood when the game is played. There 
are about 30 different sticks aud to the 
learner it seems that there are at least 
30 different terms for every nse of the 
striok. The number of sticks used, 
however, depends on the whim of the 
player and four or six is on average 
number for the amateur. 


The maximum length of a good driv 


ing stroke may be fairly said to be 
something over 175 yards aud under 
200. The game may be played in 
singles, threesomes or foursomes. 
Iu 


siugles two peieouB play one agaiusl 
tbe other, each person having a ball 
and counting by holes and not by 
strokes takou for the whole round. Iu 
foursomes partners play agaiust the 
other two tbe partners striking the 
ball alternately. 


The garno on Tuesday was played in 


foursomes in order to give the ladies 
an equal chance with the gentlemen. 
This will likely be the popular game 
until the members of the club have 
mastered the principles. 


At the commencement of the game 


the player puts a little pat of sand 
down ou the teeing ground aud puts 
his ball on top aud strikes tt as far as 
he con in the direction of the first 
hole.' After that until he "holes" his 
ball, he must play it strictly from its 
place wherever it happens to be and 
uot touch it uutil he picks it out ol 
the first hole, preparatory to teeing it 
again to drive it to the second hole 
and so ou around the coorse. 
The 


"approach" aud "putting" are said 
by golf authorities to be fur the most 
difficult, critical and importaut parts 
ot the game. The "approach" moans 
that when the player is sufficiently 
near the hole to be able to drive the 
ball to the patting green His stroke IB 
called the "approach" strbt. "Put 
ting" means to play the delicate game 
close *.o the hole. 
Theie are two 


etylea of clubs used, tho wood and the 
iron clubs- Both huvo handles, or 
shafts, usually made ot hickory, which 
Is considered tlie boat wood for that 
purpose.

From 
there he drove it into another hole 
and so on until be had a regular series 
of noles in and out of which he 
knocked the pebble. Later it became

it has reached its present perfee* state. 


OOLONtL BOGEY.
